Daughter ; chuſing rather to ſuffer affliction with the 
eople of God, then to enjoy the pleaſures of ſin fo2 a 
treaſon ; eſteemtng the rep28ch of Chziſt greater riches 
then the treaſures in Egypt 2: fo2 he had reſpect unto 
the recompence of the reward.
